“ It is well to gather here and 
revere,” Searcy told his listeners, 
“the sacrifices and privations our

First County Seat 
In sketching the history of the 
Raleigh community, the speaker re 
minded that Saline’s first county 
seat was located there and hence 
the center of activity in early days. 
It was once a tobacco center and 
the first post office in the county 
was established at Kern, near the 
present site of Raleigh. 
Of Robert Green Ingersoll and 
hi-* brother Ebon (Ebenezer), who 
once maintained a law office at 
Raleigh during the late 1850 s, Sear­ 
cy related they were the sons of 
the Rev John Ingersoll and in their 
youth had lived in and around 
Marion. Metropolis and Mt. Vernon, 
after coining into this section of 
the state. 
Robert Ingersoll, Searcy report­ 
ed. was recognized early as a bril­ 
liant speaker and lawyer and his 
accomplishments in later years bore 
this out 
He once taught school in 
Marion and later served as clerk

States in the north central re ­ 
gion of the u. S. Forest Service 
recently received $610,183 as their 
shire in national forest receipts 
for the fiscal year 1954. 
Regional F orester H. Dean Coch­ 
ran reports that checks totaling 
thai amount were mailed to the 
states last month for distribution 
to the counties in which the forests 
ire located. 
They represent 25 
per cent of the revenue received 
[rom timber sales and special use 
(eel. 
An additional IO per cent of 1954 
receipts, amounting to $211,456, is 
being spent locally for im prove 
meat of the road systems on the 
forests. 
Current paym ents bring the to­ 
tal national forest payments to the 
states in this region, under the 25 
per cent law, to more than 4 m il­ 
lion dollars, according to the re ­ 
gional forester. 
This year Illinois, Indiana, Mich­ 
igan, Minnesota, Missouri, Ohio, 
and Wisconsin 
received 
checks 


ranging from $2,966 to $184,270. 
Iowa and North Dakota, the other 
2 states in the north central re ­ 
gion, contain no national forests 
but receive 25 per cent of the in­ 
come from sm all areas of land ad­ 
m inistered by the Forest Service. 
Distribution of the 25 per cent 
fund to the counties is based on 
the proportionate share of national 
forest land. In Illinois, nine coun­ 
ties in which Shawnee National 
Forest is located, shared $17,204.90 
as follows:

Social Security 
Retirement Test 
To Be Liberalized 


According to E. Bishop Hill. dis 
trict m anager of the Social S ecure 
tv A dm inistration office at H arris 
burg, th ere have been m any in q u ir­ 
ies regarding the new retire m en t 
test included in the 1954 Amend 
merits to the Social Security Act. 
For the rem aind er of 1954, any 
person un der 75 years of age who 
is receiving social security benefits 
must report his em ploym ent if he 
works in covered em ploym ent and 
earns over S75 for any month, or 
if he is self-employed and expects 
his net income for his taxable year 
to exceed SMK). 
Beginning Jan u ary 1955, persons 
age 72 or over may continue to re ­ 
ceive their social security benefits 
regardless of the am ount of their 
earnings 
Those who are already 
72 years of age and are working, 
or reach age 72 at any time after 
1954 should report this to their 
local social security office so their 
benefits can be started. 
The only 
exception to this will he in the case 
of a self employed person who op 
crates on a fiscal year basis, an I 
his taxable year starts after Decern 
her 1954 
The age 72 provision will 
apply to him when his new taxable 
year begins in 1955. 
Those persons un der age 72, who 
are receiving benefits, must report 
to their social security office be 
ginning Jan uary 1955 if they expect 
their total annual earnings to ex 
reed $1200 
In arriving at expect­ 
ed earnings for the year all earn 
ings must he combined, including 
wages and self em ploym ent income, 
w hether or not such earnings are 
covered under the Social Security 
\ct 
Although earnings in covered 
and 
non covered 
employm ent 
or 
self-employment must be counted, 
the am ounts received must he for 
services 
T herefore, income in the 
nature of pensions, or retu rns on 
investm ents not in connection with 
the operation of a business will not 
cause benefits to be withheld. W hen 
total earnings exceed S1200, pay 
m ent of benefits must he withheld 
for one or more months depending 
on the am ount of the excess
